Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: Discussed all of the pending rejections, in particular, the 102(b) 
rejection. Applicant argues at the time the instant Invention was made, maturation of DCs requires co-cultivation with 
accessory CD40L expressing cells for inducing DCs to secrete IL-12 (the method was used in Felzmann et al. (2001)). 
Applicant argues that the instant invention describes a method that avoids co-cultivation. The Examiner indicated that 
the LPS and IFN-gamma mediated maturation of tumor antigen-loaded DCs was included in the reference (even 
though as a control treatment). Applicant indicates filing of a Declaration, and the Examiner indicates that such would 
be taken under advisement..
